The theme for the 
week was “‘The Choice for Me: Drug Free.” Students were encouraged to 
participate by wearing red ribbons. Also Ken Freeman came to speak at 
an all school assembly. His main message was to stay away from drugs 
and alcohol. 

The last weeks of October marked the beginning of a very memorable 
event. In preparation for the “Big Earthquake” predicted for December 
3, Dr. Bradley announced that we would have unannounced drop and 
cover drills. First aid kits put together by various students and water jugs 
were placed in each room. As the December 3rd date approached 
evacuation drills were practiced. On the actual day approximately 297 
students were either absent half the day or for the whole day. No 
earthquake occurred. 

On December 6, the basketball team was invited to participate in the 
annual Coca-Cola Shootout held in St. Louis. During Christmas break 
they played in the Carbondale Holiday Tournament placing second in 
Class A. 

As the first semester came to an end, bad winter weather threatened to 
stall semester exams. With only one snow day, exams resumed as 
scheduled.
